Paul Martin Calls for Global 
~ Push on Education 


Finance Minister Paul 
Martin took time off recently 
from talk of interest rates 
and financial crises to remind 
international funding bodies 
of the need to erase poverty 
and educate children. 

“Canada’s position in 
terms of globalization is that 
globalization is more than 
economic growth, that it ts 
development, that it is health, 
that it is education,” Martin 
told reporters at the spring 
meetings of the International 
Monetary Fund and World 
Bank. 

Martin planned to repeat 
the message to the develop- 
ment committee of the 
World Bank, saying globali- 
zation has as much created 
inequality and instability as it 
has provided an opportunity 
for increased development of 


TE Cote Oe nads would 


continue to press its views 
at other such meetings but 
admitted it may take some 
effort to push the issue at the 
forefront. 

Violent demonstrations 
have become increasingly 
common in recent past 
whenever government or 
business leaders meet on a 
big scale with protesters de- 
manding that wealthy na- 
tions recognize the plight of 
the poor, forgive crippling 
debts to poor countries and 
help them fight. the scourge 
of HIV/AIDS. 

However,/demonstrators 
were conspicuously absent 
here and only several hun- 
dred showed up for a brief 
rally. 

Martin’s initial effort to 
highlight education received 
only a small mention in a 
statement issued by the 
wealthy Group of Seven na- 
tions -- the United States, 
Great Britain, Canada, Ger- 
many, Italy, France and Ja- 
pan -- following a meeting 
in Washington. 

“What essentially Canada 
is doing is laying down the 
marker as to where we think 
we have got to go,” Martin 


said. According to current 
estimates some 113 million 
children do not have access 
to education, viewed as the 
key to population control and 
even a way to put the brakes 
on the alarming spread of 
AIDS, particularly in African 
countries. 

Martin is due to meet with 
Oxfam International, the 
non-governmental develop- 
ment group which wants the 
word's rich nations to spear- 


head an education effort. 
He will deliver his re- 
minder on the need to lessen 
poverty and increase oppor- 
tunities for education to the 


‘World Bank’s development 


committee, the bank’s 
policy-making body. 

World leaders last Sep- 
tember endorsed a set of in- 
ternational development 
goals that called for world 
poverty to be cut in half by 
2015. 


Ontario Home to 
Canada’s Worst 


Polluters

Ontario's Nanticoke coal- 
fired power plant is the 
worst air polluter in Canada 
and should be converted to 
natural gas, an independent 
environment study said on 
Wednesday. 

The plant, owned by the 
provincial government’s 
Ontario Power Generation 
(OPG) and located on the 
shores of Lake Erie, pro- 
duced about 5.2 million kilo- 
grams of toxins in 1999, in- 
cluding mercury, arsenic, 
chromium and lead, said Jack 
Gibbons, head of the Ontario 
Clean Air Alliance. 


The alliance said six of 
Canada’s 10 worst polluters 
are located in Ontario, the 
country’s most industrialized 
province, highlighting a need 
for stricter environmental 
laws. 


The study said Ontario 
plants owned by chemical 
producer Cabot Canada, 
nickel miner Inco Ltd. and 
auto manufacturer General 
Motors Corp. were among 
the biggest polluters. 

Gibbons said Ontario was 
the second biggest air pol- 
luter in North America after

the U.S. state of Texas. 

- Quoting the figures from 
the Ontario Medical Associa- 
tion, he said air pollution cost 
the province about C$10 bil- 
lion a year in health care, loss 
of productivity and other 
costs. 

Gibbons said_ that 
Nanticoke, the largest coal- 
fired power plant in North 
America, had doubled its 
emissions in the last five 
years. 

Provincial Health Minister 
Elizabeth Witmer announced 
last month that OPG's 
Lakeview coal-fired power 
plant near Toronto, Ontario 
oldest power plant, would 
stop burning coal by 2005. 

Gibbons said he hoped 
the minister would also 
switch Nanticoke to natural 
gas, but a spokesperson for 
Ontario Power Generation 
said there was no such im- 
mediate plan. 


The study said the prov- 
ince of Alberta was also 
home to serious polluters, 
such as Syncrude Canada, 
Agrium Inc and Canadian 
Fertilizers, with emissions 
of about 3,000 tonnes of 
toxic.gases in 1999.

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Workers who blame 
themselves for failures or 
feel unfit more likely to be 1 


People who have high lev- 
els of control in their jobs but 
feel unqualified and people 
who blame themselves when 
things go wrong at work are 
more vulnerable to colds and 
infections, a study published 
in the Journal of Applied 
Psychology suggests. Feel- 
ing underqualified for one’s 


‘job or blaming oneself for 


negative outcomes can make 
work more stressful and de- 
press one’s immune system, 
the paper noted. The mes- 
sage for employers? Don’t 
rush into programs designed 
to give employees tonnes of 
control over their jobs, said 
lead author John 
Schaubroeck from Drexel 
University in Philadelphia. 
“It’s not that unusual to find 
that companies actually are 
trying to increase workers’ 
control, because they're 
aware of these theories about 
control” enhancing produc- 
tivity by reducing workplace 
stress, Schaubroeck said. 
“Don't jump head first into 
these without thinking about 
the possibility that there will 
likely be many workers on 
who it will actually have the 
opposite effect.” 
Schaubroeck and his co-au- 
thors, James Jones of the 
University of Nebraska in 
Omaha and Jia Lin Xie of the 
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- 


University of Toronto's 
Scarborough campus, are all 
professors of management. 
Xie is currently a visiting 
professor at City University 
of Hong Kong. The journal 
is published by the American 
Psychological Assocration.

Staff has been authorized 
to issue licenses immedi- 
ately. While vendors had re- 

= quested to know where. they 
‘stand coming into the long 
holiday weekend in May, it’s 
not good news forthem. 

Three different bylaws 
currently exist in the new 
amalgamated municipality. 
The new bylaw is designed 
to consolidate and bring 
more consistency to the poli- 
cies. 

There were concerns in 
Campbellford last summer 
regarding the proximity be- 
tween hot dog carts and es- 

. tablished restaurants. 

The Village of Hastings 
had numerous requests from 
chip trucks but had a policy 
in place against their opera- 


tion. The new bylaw is a 
combination of those em- 
ployed by Percy Township 
and Campbellford/Seymour. 

Two changes have been 
added. No chip trucks are to 
be located within the villages 
of Warkworth or Hastings 
and also the BIA area in 
Campbellford. The second is 
that any food vending vehi- 
cle must be located at least 
100 metres from an existing 
restaurant. 

The original amendment 
called for a distance of 60 
metres but the committee felt 
that 100 metres was more 
appropriate. 

“Full-time businesses pay 
a commercial tax and should 
expect that food vendors will 
not be perched on their door- 
step competing against 
them,” said Mayor George 


McCleary. 

“Vendors do not pay busi- 
ness tax and the merchants 
operating restaurants should 
receive the full protection of 
Council,” added Councillor 
Bill Thompson.

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Discovery of HIV hiding place crus 


Will AIDS ever be cured? 
The latest research on the 
resourceful AIDS virus that 
causes the disease suggests 
a disheartening answer: 
Probably not. Just a few 
years ago, even some of the 
most sober-minded re- 
searchers wondered if the 
end of AIDS might be near. 
Perhaps the pills that mi- 
raculously changed HIV 
from a death sentence to a 
chronic infection would go 
the final step, they thought, 
eventually curing the infec- 
tion by purging every trace 
of the virus from the human 
body. Such talk quickly 
faded. 

The new drug cocktails, 
amazing as they were, could 
not get rid Of the virus. Even 
if all signs of it vanished for 
years, HIV was still lurking 
somewhere. Inevitably it 
roared back by the billions 
as soon as people stopped 
taking their medicines. Ever 
since that realization sank in, 
finding HIV’s hiding places 
has been the goal of a small 
group of researchers. 

What they have learned is 
one of the biggest disappoint- 
ments in AIDS research. The 
fact that HIV is an insidious 
and resourceful parasite is 
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¢ Refrigerators

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hardly a surprise. After all, 
AIDS researchers already 
understand in lavish detail 
how HIV latches onto hu- 
man blood cells, how it oozes 
inside and kills them. They 
know the significance of 
every bump and crevice on 
the surface of the virus and 
how these shield it from de- 
struction. 

But no basic AIDS dis- 
covery in recent times has 
proved so disturbing as the 
way HIV burrows in for the 
long haul. It has shifted the 
ultimate goal of AIDS treat- 
ment toward something less 
ambitious. Since eradicating 
HIV now seems so unlikely 
- although not everyone has 
given up - many contend the 
next best thing will be some- 
how training the body to 
control the virus, to help pa- 
tients live with HIV instead 
of getting rid of it. 

Many of the insights 
come from the work of Dr. 
Robert Siliciano of Johns 
Hopkins University, who 
regularly tests the blood of 
about 50 Baltimore AIDS 
patients, measuring the vi- 
rus’s persistence despite the 
best treatments. “What HIV 
has done is tap into the most 
fundamental aspect of the 
immune system, and that is 
its immunological memory,” 
he says. “It’s the perfect 
mechanism for the virus to 
ensure its survival.” 

Perfect because the virus 
lies silent inside cells that are 
programmed to do nothing 
but sit and wait. They are 
called resting memory T 
cells. Their only job is to 
store a record of the germs 
they encounter, keeping the 
body prepared for the next 
time it sees them. These cells 
literally are the immune sys- 
tem’s memory, so they must 
survive for a long time. Oth- 
erwise we would catch the 
same diseases over and over. 

HIV lies inside these sleep- 
ing cells, dormant but dan-

gerous. Siliciano believes 
this means HIV infection will 
last a lifetime. The memory 
cells do die off, but ever so 
slowly. At the rate he sees in 
his Baltimore patients, it will 
take 73 years for them.to go 
away completely. He cannot 
imagine a way to speed up 
the process, certainly not 
with the drugs now available 
or with anything else on the 
horizon. This latently in- 
fected reservoir, as scientists 
call it, is the single biggest 
obstacle to getting rid of 
AIDS. 

“It’s the thing that keeps 
us from curing this,” says 
Dr. Roger Pomerantz of 
Thomas Jefferson Univer- 
sity in Philadelphia. None of 
this was obvious in 1996, the 
dawn of the modern age of 
AIDS treatment. Doctors 
watched AIDS patients liter- 
ally get up from their death 
beds after taking the newly 
available drug combinations. 
Anything seemed possible. 
Dr. David Ho of the Aaron 
Diamond AIDS Research 
Center in New York City 
cautiously speculated about 
eradicating HIV. 

If the drugs stopped the 
virus from infecting more 
blood cells, then the ones al- 
ready loaded with virus 
would eventually die off 
naturally, leaving the body 
virus free. Perhaps this 
would take two or three 
years, he thought. 

But in late 1997, another 
discovery made that seem 
unlikely. Siliciano and two 
other teams independently 
found the virus inside 
memory T cells. They 
checked people who had 
seemingly been free of virus 
for two years. Every time, 
they found fully potent cop- 
ies of virus inside their 
memory cells. No one under- 
stood then how long these 
cells would stay alive, al- 
though it was assumed it 
would almost certainly be 
more than a couple of years. 

“It was a sobering reali- 
zation about the recalcitrant 
nature of this reservoir,” re- 
members Dr. Anthony 
Fauci, head of the National 
Institute of Allergy and In- 
fectious Diseases. The next 
obvious approach was to try 
to destroy these Trojan 
horses. Fauci’s team tried to 
“flush out the reservoir,” as 
they put it. The idea: Inter- 
mittently feed the body 
interleukin-2, a growth hor-

dormant memory cells 
awaken and then die. The 
experiment seemed to go 
well. Doctors biopsied pa- 


tients’ lymph nodes and- 


found nothing. They grew 
hundreds of millions of their 
cells in cultures. Still noth- 
ing. 
Finally they stopped all 
treatment and waited. Within 
three or four weeks, they had 
their answer. The virus came 
back in every single patient. 
Nevertheless, scientists have 
learned much about how the 
virus hides. HIV’s primary 
target in the body is a kind 
of white blood cell known as 
a cd4 T helper cell. The vi- 
rus infects them, hijacks 
their machinery so they 
manufacture more virus, 
then kills them. 

After they get infected, 
though, a few of these helper 
cells become memory cells. 
HIV has already stitched its 
genes into the cells’ genetic 
code in preparation for mak- 
ing more virus. But nothing 
happens. The cells go to 
sleep, virus and all. All of this 
happens within the first days 
of an HIV infection, even 
before the body begins to 
make antibodies against the 


The number of cells in- 
volved is relatively small, 
one million scattered 
through the blood stream, 
the lymph glands and per- 
haps elsewhere. Normally, 
the body kills HIV-infected 
cells. But it misses these, 
because they look perfectly 
normal. “The only differ- 
ence between a latently in- 
fected cell and its uninfected 
counterparts is a little bit of 
HIV DNA,” says Siliciano. 
Siliciano has been counting 
these cells in his Baltimore 
volunteers for five years. 
The number he finds in 
their bodies now “is essen- 
tially exactly the same as they 
started with.” Why do they 
die off so slowly, if at all? 
There are two leading theo- 
ries: Their longevity reflects 
the basic biology of memory 
T cells, or their supply is 
constantly replenished. 
Siliciano favours the first 
theory. Immunological 
memory lasts forever. This 
is why someone who 
catches measles in childhood 
will remain immune to the 
disease into old age. 
Memory cells may die 
over time, but they also make 
replacements by cell divi-

checked for respiratory 
symptoms. Stress is known 
to suppress one’s ability to 
fight off illness. 

Employees who felt they 
had high levels of control in 
their job but didn’t trust their 
abilities or who blamed 
themselves for workplace 
problems were more likely to 
have lower antibody levels 
and experience more colds 
and flus, they found. 

“People who don’t blame 
themselves as much - what 
I like to call a realistic 
attributional style - they 
could more effectively utilize 
control to cope with de- 
mands,” Schaubroeck said. 


The researchers decided to 
test the widely held belief 
that giving workers a lot of 
control mitigates workplace 
stress. 

The Job Demands Deci- 
sions Latitude Model has 
been popular since the late 
1970s, Schaubroeck said. 

While the idea is popular, 
it hasn’t always been sup- 
ported by studies. Still, the 
idea appeals intuitively, he 
said. 

“Based on what we know 
about control and how peo- 
ple and animals need control 
to cope with stress, it has a

Are you at risk for developing 
vitamin deficiency? 


If you lead an inactive life- 
style, eat poorly or are ex- 
posed to high levels of stress 
in your work and/or per- 
sonal life, you may be at risk 
of developing a vitamin de- 
ficiency. 

“There are many causes 
for vitamin deficiencies, 
however the most common 
one I see in my practice is 
an inadequate diet,” says 
Penny Kendall-Reed, naturo- 
pathic doctor. “It is very dif- 
ficult to get nutrient-rich 
foods in your diet when you 
are one the run - which many 
of us are in today’s society.” 

Symptoms and diseases 
associated with being vita- 
min deficient can range from 
constant fatigue, insomnia, 
irritability and poor concen- 
tration to “clinical deficien- 
cies” such as scurvy, which 
occurs with a lack of Vita- 
min C. Clinical deficiencies 
take several months to oc- 
cur and are less common 


than non-specific symptoms 
such as fatigue. 
Kendall-Reed cites that 
those on very strict or “fad” 
diets may be at risk for de- 
veloping vitamin deficien- 
cies. And, too many “empty 
calories” consumed from 
simple carbohydrates like 
bread and pasta rather than 
fruits and vegetables, can 
lead to vitamin deficiencies. 
Strict vegetarians who do 
not consume nutritionally 
sound alternatives to animal 


protein are another risk « 


group. This group can be 
deficient in vitamin B12 as it 
is found in animal products. 
Lifestyle factors can play 
a tremendous role in vitamin 
status. Smokers for in- 
stance, require 50 per cent 
more vitamin C than their 
non-smoking counterparts. 
And, women who take oral 
contraceptives require added 
vitamin B6 and folic acid.

Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty announced certainty 
for students expecting to 
enter college or university in 
the next three years by in- 
vesting an extra $293 million 
in post-secondary educa- 
tion. 

Visiting the University of 
Western Ontario to under- 
score multi-year funding 
commitments made in the 
2001 Ontario Budget, 
Flaherty said the best invest- 
ment young people can 
make is in their education.

On May 15, a Drug 
Awareness seminar was held 
in the auditorium of the Cen- 
tre Hastings Secondary 
School. The Centre Hastings 
OPP would like to remind the 
public of the following. 

What a drug does to the 
mind, body or both depends 
ion much more than simply 
the drug the person is tak- 
ing, including size, age, 
mood and emotions, amount 
consumed, strength of the 
drug, how fast it was taken, 
how it is taken (eating, 
smoking, injecting), physical 
condition, other drugs in 
your system, stomach con- 
tents. 

Drug effects can result 
from the use of alcohol, hal- 
lucinogens, narcotics, to- 
bacco, organic solvents, 
sedatives and hypnotics, 
stimulants and tranquillizers. 

As well as the negative 
effect drugs can have, there 
are strict laws and penalties 
regarding these substances. 

Please remember: a drug 
is any substance which 
changes the way we think, 
feel or behave. All drugs 
have risks. The drugs most 
commonly abused are drugs 
that change or affect how a 
person thinks, feels or acts 
(alcohol, street drugs such 
as Marijuana, pain relievers, 
sleep aids). Mood changing 
drugs are those upon which 
people can become depend- 
ent or addicted. Being under 
the influence of drugs that 
affect your mind tan be dan- 


gerous or self-defeating in 
situations where you need 
your wits about you. The

In this partnership, 
the associations will contract collectors to remove dead animals from farms which are 
difficult to serve because they are spread out across a large area. 

Besides ensuring the safe disposal of dead farm animals, protecting the environment 
and public health, 15 rural business will be able to continue providing farmers with an 
important service. 

Funding under this project will also be used for research into new methods of disposal 
and for training to improve the safe disposal of dead animals on the farm. 

The $90-million Healthy Futures for Ontario Agriculture program is focused on en- 
hancing the safety and quality of Ontario food products, capitalizing on marketing and 
export opportunities, improving rural water quality and making efficient use of water 
resources.

Water levels in North 
America’s Great Lakes, the 
world’s largest fresh-water 
system, are below average 
for this time of year. and this 
will affect shipping, recrea- 
tional boating and marina 
operators this summer, the 
Canadian government's en- 
vironment department, 
warned recently. 

Environment Canada said 
water levels in lakes Huron, 
Erie, St. Clair and Michigan, 
which have dropped for the 
past four years due to 
warmer temperatures and in- 
creased evaporation, are all 
below average and lower 
than they were last 
summer.The average has 
been calculated annually 
since 1918. The ministry 
said lakes Michigan and 
Huron are at their lowest lev- 
els for this time of the year 
since 1965, and are currently 
7 centimeters (2.73 inches) 
below chart datum -- the key 
reference level used on navi- 
gational charts. Levels of 
Lake Superior, the world’s 
largest freshwater lake, are 
expected to be slightly above 
those of last summer due to 
good rains, combined with 
spring snowmelt. but aver- 
age levels are still 16 cm 
(6.24 inches) down, the min- 
istry said. The lake is 2 cm 
above chart datum. 

In contrast, the water 
level of Lake Ontario this 
summer should be about 10 
cm below its average but 
well above chart datum. 
“Lake levels are all below 
average but none are at 
record lows.” said Environ- 
ment Canada spokesman 
Peter Yee. He said water lev- 
els may rise later in the year 
if there are good rains. Low 
water levels on the Great 
Lakes cause huge economic 
losses for shipping. recrea- 
tional boaters and hydroelec- 
tric power generation. They 
also affect wetlands, the 
fishery and domestic and in- 
dustrial water supplies. Tem- 
peratures in the Great Lake 
Basin are expected to rise by 
about 2-5 degrees Celsius by 
the end of the century, which 
will decrease soil moisture, 
surface water runoffs and 
lower water levels on the 
lower and middle Great 
Lakes, according to data on 
the lakes.

60 cm (12-24 inches) in 
single year. 


Tourism to get boost 


Travel tourism Is ex- 
pected to get a big boost over 
the next decade, but Canada 
could fail to benefit from the 
growth, warned provincial 
ministers of tourism. 

“All levels of government 
must work together and with 
the industry if Canada is to 
get its fair share of the esti- 
mated $1.5 trillion the 
world’s tourism industry is 
expected to generate by the 
year 2010,” said Ontario 
Minister of Tourism, Culture 
and Recreation Tim Hudak. 

Hudak was speaking at 
the Provincial-Territorial 
Meeting of Ministers Re- 
sponsible for Tourism in 
Toronto. The meeting is part 
of Rendez-Vous Canada, a 
conference attracting 1,500 
industry officials from across 
Canada and around the 
world. 

Tourism is the highest 
growth industry in the 
world, according to findings 
presented at Canada’s third- 
annual meeting of tourism 
ministers. 

But Canada must over- 
come two key barriers for 
its $50 billion travel industry 
to gain access to the boom- 
ing tourism market of the 
future. 


First, it must provide 
more airline access to peo- 
ple travelling within Canada. 
A lack of competition and 
recent mergers among the 
airlines means fewer seats 
for regional, national and in- 
ternational travellers, said 
Hudak. 

Right now, Canadians 
face a lack of seat availabil- 
ity and increased costs. But 
the ministers Said they hope 
to improve service for tour- 
ists with a review and moni- 
toring system of the airline 
industry. 

The ministers also said 
Canada’s national parks need 
ongoing support to sustain 
their ecological integrity, and 
new investment to boast their 
tourism potential.

Police call on legislators to 
find more money, toughen 
laws to fight crime 


Organized crime is getting 
the upper hand on the police 
and it’s time for tougher laws 
and a more co-ordinated re- 
sponse, according to the 
Canadian Police Association. 
“We're. not winning the 
war,” said association presi- 
dent Grant Obst. “Things are 
going out of control and it’s 
time to do something about 
sa 

The biggest problem or- 
ganized crime has “is 
they’ ve got too ‘much 
money.” “And our biggest 
problem is we don’t have 
enough,” he said as the as- 
sociation took its message to 
MPs and senators. The fact 
that the Hell’s Angels biker 
gang*now extends coast-to- 


coast suggests it has a na- 


tional strategy where gov- 
ernment and law enforce- 
ment do not, Obst told a 
news conference. “They 
don’t seem to have a unity 
problem.” 

His comments came as 
the association embarked on 
its seventh annual lobby day, 
calling on Parliament to take 
stronger measures to curb 
organized and youth crime, 
protect children and police, 
and ericourage sentencing 
more reflective of the con- 
text in which crimes are 
committed. Toronto-based 
expert Antonio Nicaso told 
130 delegates to the associa- 
tion’s annual conference 
Monday there are 18 differ- 
ent organized-crime groups 
across Canada. 

Obst said their crimes go 
beyond drug trafficking to 
gambling, auto. theft, 
telemarketing and Internet 
scams, white-collar crime, 
and the sex trade and child 
pornography. The police as- 
sociation, which represents 
30,000 officers across the 


country, also wants more 
effective laws to protect wit- 
nesses, jurors and police of- 
ficers from intimidation by 
criminals. It called for ughter 
border and port controls to. 
prevent criminals and con- 
traband from entering the 
country. 

It wants specially trained 
prosecutors to handle often 
complex organized-crime 
cases and judges to give 
more weight to membership 
in organized-crime groups 
when handing down sen- 
tences. “Police officers 
across this country, I think, 
reflect the values of citizens 
when they say that Society 
to a degree has lost confi- 
dence in the sentencing pro-

Asphodel-Norwood - 
Nearly 50,000 Canadians 
fought in the American Civil 
War. casting their lot with 
both sides for reasons as 
plentiful as their numbers.

Canadians travelled south of 
the 49th parallel to join 
forces with Union (the offi- 
cial listed number is 43,532) 
and Confederate soldiery is 
often overlooked by con- 
temporary Canadians who 
scoff at efforts like Nor-

Local United Way 
in top ten for its 
per capita giving 


Executive 
director makes 


‘annual visit 


to Council 


By Bill Freeman 


Asphodel-Norwood - 
The United Way of Peterbor- 
ough District ranks in the 
top ten when it comes to per 
capita giving, Executive Di- 
rector Len Lifchus told 
Township Council during his 
annual visit Monday night. 

Mr. Lifchus was not at 
Council to ask for money 
but to give Councillors an 
overview of the past year 
and a look at upcoming ini- 
tiatives. 

In raising $1.89 million 
during the year, the organi- 
zation had its most success- 
ful campaign in its 59 year 
history. 

“We have outdone our- 
selves and achieved our 
goals raising the most 
money ever,” Mr. Lifchus 
says. 

That total places the lo- 
cal United Way 24th out of 
124 in Canada. It is also 9th 
in terms of per capita giv- 
ing, ahead of much larger 
centres like Vancouver 
which was able to raise 
nearly $24 million last year. 

“That's quite an achieve- 
ment for an area the size of 
Peterborough City, and 
County,” he said. 

But United Way is more 
than just a fund-raising or- 
ganization, Mr. Lifchus 
points out. 

“It exists to provide pro- 
grams and services through- 
out the County and City 
through the efforts of 32 
member agencies.” 


It is also a “misconcep- 
tion to believe United Way 
dollars are exclusively spent 
in the city,” he adds. 

Member agencies provide 
their services throughout the 
County either through per- 
manent facilities, rented or 
donated spaces, home drop- 
ins of shuttle services. 


the United Way was able to 
give out over $50,000 in 
“Board Grants” for new and 
emerging issues across the 
City and County. 

It also supported 72 
charitable organizations 
through its donor designa- 
tion program, helped 1200 
children through its Coats for

Last year, Mr. Lifchus 
said, for the first time in ten 
years the organization ac- 
cepted three new member 
agencies and the Board will 
consider additional applica- 
tions again this year.

Kinark 
Child and Family Services 
and KAIROS Non-Profit 
Housing. 

“The unique thing about 
our member agencies is that 
we avoid duplication of serv- 
ices so each agency brings 
something new and different 
or unique to the United Way. 
Our goal is to provide the 
greatest coverage in the dis- 
tribution of dollars that is 
possible.” 

Along with other Board 
funding priorities such as

Growing of vines topic - 
as District Societies — 
conduct annual meeting.

n Saturday. 

April 28th, the 

annual’ meet 

ing of District 
No. 4 Horticultural Societies 
was held at the Baptist 
Church, Campbellford. 
Thirteen of the 17 member 
societies were represented 
by 56 members. 

Delegates set up displays. 
society banners, pictures 
and accounts of their activi- 
ties. There were also ar- 
rangements of spring flow- 
ers and house plants as en- 
tries in a mini show. A deli- 
cious variety of muffins, pro- 
vided by Muriel Godden, 
coffee and a flower puzzle 
filled in the time while the 
leaders preparing for the 
opening. 

Due to the absence of 
District 4 President, Vice- 
President Mina Clappison 
called the meeting to order. 

Glenn Bennett, as presi- 
dent of the Campbellford and 
District Society, which was 
host this year, also wel- 
comed everyone. 

After a report from the 
District Secretary, and greet- 
ings from OHA Past Presi- 
dent Jim Anderson, a roll call 
was heard from each soci- 
ety. In their account mem- 
bers heard of some societies 
that were organized in 1861 
and 1880, some who boasted 
of 202 or 157 members, so- 
ciety flowers, and activities. 

The meeting adjourned at 
noon for an appetizing meal, 
prepared by the women of 
the Baptist Church. The pro- 
gramme resumed with an 
election of officers. The re- 
sults: President--Muriel 
Flagler; Assistant--Mina 
Clappison; Directors--John 
Sellers, John Liptay. 

The speaker was local 
president Glenn Bennett, 
whose topic was “Enhanc- 
ing Your Garden with annual 
and perennial vines.” 

Why plant vines? They 
give vertical height and col- 
our to beautify, to hide an 
ugly background, for pri- 
vacy, and to filter light. Vines 
are plants whose stems need 
support. Stems may have 
aerial roots, sticky pads, ten- 
drils or they may twist and 
turn. Where you place the 
vine and its support will de- 
pend on the kind of plant and 
its preference for sun or 
shade. 


Lots Of Support 


The support may be made 
of chicken wire, wire fenc- 
ing, rail fencing, trellis, ob- 
elisk, plastic netting, strings 
or shrubs and trees. 

It’s usually wise to plant 
the vine deeper than the in- 
structions say. Lay the root 
and a portion of the stem in 
a large hole in good soil mix. 
Water wall. Fertilize with 10- 
52-10 in the spring, chang- 
ing to 10-10-10 once or 
twice during the growing 
season. Prune broken 
branches in the spring. Some 
vines are pruned after flow- 


ering: some in the spring: 
Follow instructions on the 
package. 

Glenn then showed some 
slides of vines has grown. 

Annual Climbers: Stan 
indoors for an early start. I. 
Cup and Saucer Vine--10 
ft. high, blooms mid-August, 
purple; 

2. Ornamental Gourds- 
-gooseneck; support on a 
trellis--a low one is best; a 
hard-shell develops in the 
fall; let dry in open air for 
six months; makes ideal bird- 
houses. 

3. Hyacinth Vines--Pur- 
ple flowers; red seed pods. 

4. Wild Cucumber-- 
grow to cover a rubbish 
heap; white flowers develop 
burr-like pods that spit 
speeds from the case. 

5. Morning Glory (Ipo- 
mea)--Hybrids; flower until 
September. 

6. Moonflower--Plant in- 
doors early; white flower, 
prickly seed pod. 

7. Annual Sweet Pea-- 
Greenhouse start; soak 
seeds before planting; pinch 
top to encourage branching. 

8. Scarlet Runner--Red 
flowers are edible, so are the 
green pods and the dried 
beans. 

9. Canary Vines--Yel- 
low flowers resemble 
masturtiums and are edible. 

10. Anserina--Red, pur- 
ple or pink flowers: blooms 
all summer; can be taken in- 
doors to overwinter. 

11. Cardiospernum-- 
(“Love in a Puff’); 12-foot, 
bears clouds of white flow- 
ers that turn into one-inch 
balloons; useful for wreaths 

Cardinal Climber 

12. Cardinal Climber 
(Ipomea)--Small red tubu- 
lar flowers on vines with 
palm-shaped foliage; 15-20 
feet; early summer to frost. 

13. Firecracker Vine 
(Mivia Lobats)--15 feet; or- 
ange, yellow and cream 
blossoms in late fall. 

Perennial Vines: 

1. Clematis--Need cool 
roots; plant deep. Propagate 
with seeds and cuttings; late 
or early flowering; keep the 
tags with info re pruning. 
Many varieties. 

2. Trumpet Vine--Ma 
die back during winter in 
zone 5, but grows again 
from root; birds like nectar 
from orange-red trumpet 
flowers. Seeds develop in 
pods. 

3. Dutchman’s Pipe-- 
Rapid-growing twining vine, 
heart-shaped leaves, pipe- 
like red-white flowers; good 
shade plant. 

4. Honeysuckle--Needs 
harsh pruning; quick-grow- 
ing; flowers attractive to 
butterflies and humming 
birds. Goldflame is attrac- 
tive. 

5. Silver Lace Vine--12- 
foot, blooms in September, 
zone 6. 

6. Bittersweet--Twining 
stems: a fence or tree cham- 
ber. Male and female plants 
for flowers and fruits; orange 
berries in fall. 

7. Climbing Hydran- 
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gea--May take five years to 
bloom; reddish bark; sheds 
in winter. : 

8. Boston Ivy--Climbs 


by tendrils and sticky pads. 


Leaves turn red in fall; blue- 
black berries. 

9. Virgina Creeper--Na- 
tive vine; climbing stem and 
tendrils; five-lobed leaves 
twin red in fall. 

10. Climbing Roses-- 
Bloom from wood of previ- 
ous year. Ramblers are 
hardy. 

11. Euonymous--Hardy, 
leaf colour in winter. 

12. Kiwi Vine--Male and 
female necessary for fruit; 
twining stem needs strong 
support; bears thumb-size 
fruit. 

13. Grape Vines--Twine 
on fences and bushes; pro- 
duces wild grapes. 

14. Porcelain Vine-- 
Noted for its translucent dark 
green and white berries. 

15. Thladilantha Vine-- 
Grows from small tuber; 
needs support; yellow flow- 
ers like muskmelon. 

16. Hops--Fifteen-feet in 
length; rapid growth; unique 
fruit like a cone; leaves rough 
like velcro. 


Wisteria Vine 

17. Wisteria--Not very 
successful in Zone 5; Chi- 
nese variety takes three years 
to bloom: blue-purple clus- 
ters of flowers: 30 feet in 
Sun. 

18. English Ivy--Can't 
withstand harsh winters. Pot 
in fall. 

19. Gloriosa Lily--Lay 
tuber flat: four-inches deep 
in pot; add trellis for climb- 
ing in full sun; lily-like flow- 
ers of red and gold; store in 
winter, 

20. Passion Flower--Pale 
blue four-inch flowers, fol- 
lowed by oval orange-yellow 
fruits; plant in pot’and bring 
inside in fall. 

Glenn was thanked for 
his presentation by Muriel 
Flagler. 

Lois Bennett judged each 
society display. The colour- 
ful banners were admired. 
She advised simplicity for 
posters with large pictures 
and print.

She 
acts as a speaker.on many 
topics for Horticultural So- 
cieties, on television, Cana- 
dian Blooms and other func- 
tions. 


: She is also the editor of 
the White Rose Home and 
Garden catalogue in which 
she gives useful information 
and tips regarding plants 
shown in the catalogue.

Her talk on “pruning” was 
delivered without aid of 
notes or slides, but with her 
sparkling personality and 
earned a captive audience.

She introduced us to the 
tools and rules for pruning. 
’ Pruning Shears--(seca- 
teurs)--hand pruners, a by- 
pass pruner where one blade 
crosses over the other; used 
to cut not larger than half- 
inch diameter. 

Anvil Pruners--a light- 
weight pruner with rounded 
ends; for hands of limited 
strength; for half-inch twigs.

population is aging,” he said. 
“We want to get to the bot- 
tom of the truth to see ex- 
actly what the status is. 


Funding priority 

“Volunteerism is one of 
our five funding priorities 
and it continues to be,” he 
said. 

He says the United Way 
needs to know what addi- 
tional “initiatives have to be 
implemented to ensure we 
have a healthy volunteer sec- 
tor.” 

Mr. Lifchus reminded 
Council that across Canada 
one out of 11 people are 
employed in the not-for- 
profit sector generating $90 
billion worth of economic 
activity. 

The United Way will also 
continue to push its involve- 
ment with the federal gov- 
ernment’s VolNet program, 
a three-year-old initiative 
through Industry Canada. 

The United Way received 
a $101,000 grant from In- 
dustry Canada to help the 
voluntary sector gain access 
to information technology, 
the internet and IT skills 
training. 

Mr. Lifchus says the pro- 
gram gives volunteer agen- 
cies a “variety of options at 
next to no cost” including up 
to one year free internet 
service and follow-up train- 
ing. 
The United Way’s goal is 
to have 100 agencies in- 
volved in VolNet by the end 
of the year. Mr. Lifchus says 
they have 60 already in the 
program. They are currently 
working with a group in 
Havelock and others in As- 
phodel-Norwood have ap- 
plied. 

The local United Way is 
one of the most successful 


VolNet a “delivery agents” in 
the country, he adds. 

VolNet’s goal is to offer 
“connectivity,” including 
computer equipment and in- 
ternet skills development and 
support to 12,000 volunteer 
organizations by Mar. 31, 
2002. 

The United Way of Peter- 
borough and District is also 
the only organization in On- 
tario to receive a grant from 
the National Coalition of Vol- 
unteer Organizations which 
awards five, $10,000 grants 
across Canada. The funds 
will be used to help with the 
upcoming Youth Summit at 
Camp Kawartha June 1-2 
which is being held to cel- 
ebrate the International Year 
of the Volunteer. 

Youth Summit 

Mr. Lifchus says the or- 
ganization is excited about 
the summit which is open to 
youth 15-24 years of age and 
has put together an “excit- 
ing” list of presenters. 

“The regional youth sum- 


mit is a much-deserved cel-:, 


ebration of youth volunteers. 
It will put youth 
volunteerism in Canada in 
the spotlight,” Mr. Lifchus 
says. 

“Diversity is the focus of 
the weekend (with) oppor- 
tunity to’gain skills and in- 
formation that will empower 
youth to further their volun- 
teer involvement. Develop- 
ment of youth partnerships 
with community agencies as 
well as education and inter- 
active sessions are keys to 
this forum.” 

Mr. Lifchus says they 
hope to have 120 youth in- 
volved in the summit. 

There are still spaces 
available for young people 


interested in taking part, he - 


added. 
Mr. Lifchus also had 
some words about the on- 


going Municipal Social Plan 
which the United Way sup- 
ports as a partner. The first 
public “town hall meeting 
was held in Asphodel-Nor- 
wood last week and Mr. 
Lifchus said that while num- 
bers were small the “quality 
of the turnout was excellent 
and received some wonder- 
ful feedback.” 
Social Plan 

“The plan is intended to 
provide direction on social 
issues for the City, County 
and Townships,” he said, 
‘and also for social agencies 
and organizations in the com- 
munity.” 

It builds on the “GPA 
2020: Vision for Our Future” 
report and other community 
planning exercises and re- 
sponds to the downloading 
of a’ number of social serv- 
ices from the province to the 
municipalities. 

“The key behind the so- 
cial plan is quite simple,” he 
said. “We need to determine 
what we need to do and it 
doesn’t all fall on the gov- 
ernment’s responsibility to 
do it. 

“We believe that collec- 
tively there are sufficient or- 
ganizations we can partner 
with as well as local and re- 
gional government in order 
to carry out the needs of the 
local community,” Mr. 
Lifchus said. 


“We don’t always think of 
social issues as being as 
comprehensive as they are.” 

“It’s not just about fixing 
potholes in the streets or 
handing out welfare 
cheques,” Mr. Lifchus said. 

It is about things like so- 
cial recreation, art and cul- 
ture, he noted. A community

(1690). A later descendant, 
Henry LeVesconte (1779- 
1850), has roots that go 
deep onthe Isle of Jersey, 
one of the Channel Islands 
which lie between Britain 
and France.

Battle of Trafalgar (1805). 
He later received a medal 
for his service. Encouraged 
by land grants in Upper 
Canada, sponsored by the 
Campbell brothers, he re- 
tired from the Navy, and 
sailed with his family 
aboard the brigantine Oscar 
for Canada. 

He landed at Quebec, 
travelling to York, then to 
Carrying Place and thence 
Belleville, where he spent 
18 months, leaving behind 
a diary now in the Ontario 
Museum. He finally arrived 
in Seymour. Township to 
“obtain the lands there that 
I am entitled to, to my rank 
as Commander in His Maj- 
esty’s Navy, and my length

Public meeting sought on 
Healthy Futures program 


By Bill Freeman 


Asphodel-Norwood - The 
Township wants to hold a pub- 
lic meeting with a representa- 
tive of the Ministry of agricul- 
ture Food and Rural Affairs to 
talk about its “Healthy Futures 
for Ontario Agriculture” pro- 
gram. 

Information on the $90 mil- 
lion shared-cost program im- 
pressed members of Council 
Monday night prompting the 
request for a public meeting. 

The program was launched 
in 1999 to encourage partner- 
ships throughout the agri-food 
industry and in rural areas. Key 
funding objectives of the pro- 
gram are food safety and qual- 
ity assurance, marketing and 
enhanced rural water quality. 

“Innovative projects that 
create strong new partnerships 
are the focus of the program.” 
the Ministry says. 

Government funding is 
available to cover 50 per cent 
of the costs for projects in 
most cases. Grants can be as 
high as 70 per cent in special 
circumstances. 

The Ministry says that 27 
projects, with an investment of 
$7.6 million through the pro- 
gram, have already been ap- 
proved with private sector in- 
vestment totalling another $48 
million. 

“Some excellent water 
projects have been approved 
and are being initiated,” an ad- 
ministrative prospectus from 
the program says. “There re- 
mains potential for the program 
to achieve significantly more in 
terms of its rural water quality 
objectives.” 3 

The Ministry is approach- 
ing municipal Councils with 
more information on the pro- 
gram in an effort to “stimulate 
more rural water quality 
projects.”

The program opportu- 
nities are impressive, 
Deputy-Reeve Cathy 
Turner says, particularly 
in the area of groundwater 
resources. 

Mrs. Turner says there 
may be an opportunity to 
access funding for septic 
inspections. 

Under the substantial 
list of eligible services, 
materials, repairs and ret- 
rofits the program does 
include farm sceptic sys- 
tem upgrades or 
remediation. It also in- 
cludes water“testing and 
inspection services. Soil 
testing services, erosion 
control measures, plan- 
ning costs for things nu- 
trient management plans 
and fencing materials and 
services to restrict live- 
stock access to water- 
courses are also on the list. 

There is also funding 
available for eligible low- 
cost structures and equip- 
ment. 

Equipment will only be 
considered for funding if 
it is “innovative or adopt- 
ing new technology or 
modifying existing tech- 
nology for a significantly 
new purpose and will re- 
sult in enhanced water 
quality and/or quantity. 
Among those items that

Lopping Shears--with 
long handles, operated with

In the letter to McGuinty. 
Harris said it-could cost 
any where from $300 million 
to $700 million to give full 
funding to denominational 
schools.

There was no motion in 
the Conservative’s 1999 
election platform document, 
called Blueprint, of the tax 
scheme and Harris has 
repeatedly opposed funding 
for denominational schools.

Spending Concerns 


Consumers will keep 
spending and sustain 
Canada’s economy, CIBC 
Says. 

A manufacturing 
downturn and shaky stock 
markets will not cause 
Canadians to slash their 
personal spending in 2001 as 
they did in the recession 
years of 1981 and 1991, 
CIBC economists say. 

“While there is a clear 
sense of discomfort among 
consumers, which will 
undoubtedly result in them 
pulling back on spending, 
there is no sense of panic,” 
CIBC senior economist 
Benjamin Tal said in a 


commentary Tuesday. 

Tal noted that many 
consumer-behaviour 
indicators have weakened in 
recent months, but he said a 
key difference between this 
downturn and earlier 
declines lies in the level and 
direction of interest rates. 

“Real interest rates are 
now at their lowest level in 
more than a decade,” Tal 
said. 

“Not only are rates lower, 
but they have been declining 
for some months. In 
previous slowdowns, real 
interest rates were still rising 
even after growth in 
consumer spending entered 
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negative territory.” 

As well, Canadians a 
enjoying the effect of t 
cuts. And the CIBC repc 
says the impact of stoc 
‘market losses on person 
spending “has probably be 
exaggerated and 
outweighed by consum 
expectations on wheth 
they will be able to keep th 
jobs or get employment.” 

Here, Tal said, the pictu 
is more encouraging, Wi 
long-term unemployment 
a 20-vear low and the rate 
which Canadians voluntar 
quit their jobs rising in t 
first quarter of 2001 abo 
the year-earlier level.
